Noble in cases of contests on homestead
entries smonnt= to this:
First—In all cases arising hereafter

| contests must be filed within two years

after the receiver’s receipt had been

| given on final entry, or they will not be
| recognized and s putent will issue as if

no contest had been ivstituted.

Second—The law has a retroactive |

effect also to this extent—suppose the

receiver’s receipt bears date May 1, 1880, |

and no contest is filed before the 1st of
May, 1801; in such case the two years
count and no pontest will therefore be
recognized, although rt of the
limited period is thus made effective be-
fore the passage of the late law. It is
required, however, that the expiration of
the two vears shall occur after the date
of the act, which is March 3. Thus, ifa
receiver’s receipt is dated March 1, 1880,
and a contest is begun March 2, 1891,
the secretany holds that it must be en-
tertained ae “pending contests,’”” and
made an exception by the terms of the
law.
